UNITS ROTATE 

OTTAWA — Two major units of Can¬ 
ada's NATO Brigade will be replaced next 
fall after three years service in Germany. 

The 3rd Regiment, Royal Canadian Horse 
Artillery at Camp Gagetown, N.B., includ¬ 
ing the battery at Camp Valcartier, Que., 
will rotate with the 1st Regimen, now sa- 
ioned at Fort Prince of Wales with the 4th 
Canadian Infanry Brigade Group. 

The 1st Battalion, Queen's Own Rifles 
of Canada at Calgary, Alta., will change 
stations with the 2nd Battalion, now at 
Fort MacLeod near Iserlohn. 

The troop movement will start in Octo¬ 
ber and be completed by the end of No¬ 
vember. Some two-thirds of the Canadian 
Brigade in Germany rotated last fall under 
the Army's new policy for a three-year 
tour of duty in Europe instead of two years. 
Approximately one-third of the strength of 
the overseas brigade will rotate every 
autumn from now on. 

In addition to the change-over of the ar¬ 
tillery and infantry units, a number of per¬ 
sonnel of other corps will be rotated on a 
man-or-man basis.

Ed¬ 
mondson now holds a similar appointment 
at Headquarters, th Infantry Division, Bri¬ 
tish Army of the Rhine in Germany. 


OTTAWA — Forty six Canadian ser¬ 
vicemen who will be flown to Indo-China 
this summer for a tour of dutv with the 
military component of the Canadian dele¬ 
gation in Vietnam and Cambodia. 

It will be the sixth rotation of soldiers 
to the peninsula since the first Canadian 
Army officers were sent there as observ¬ 
ers in August 1954 — a month after a 
conference at Geneva had set up the In¬ 
ternational Truce Supervisory Commission. 
This commission is composed of represen¬ 
tatives of Canada, India and Poland. 

All of the officers (28 Army and 3 RC 
AF) and most of the 15 men will serve 
for about a year in the Far East. Some 
of the men going as internal security 
guards will stay for six months only. 

The majority of the personnel rotat¬ 
ing will be transported on two - round 
trip flights by the RCAF beginning about 
the end of June with the remainder fly¬ 
ing by commercial aircraft during the 
summer.

Minister Awards Citizenship 


CERTIFICATE OF CITIZENSHIP is awarded to Yoshie Bones by Citizenship and 
Immigration Minister Ellen Faiitclough in a brief ceremony at the Edmonton Court 
House. The new Canadian is the wife of Cpl. Charles Bones, a member of the Regular 
Army stationed in Edmonton with No. 17 Regional Ordnance Depot, Royal Canadian 
Ordnance Corps. The soldier married his wife while on duty in Japan in 1955. Mrs. 
Bones was living in Hiroshima when the atom bomb was dropped but suffered only 
moderate bunrs. Included in the photograph is son Alan, age 3. 

Trailer Coach Park 
Regulations Revised 

Revised Alberta regulations governing 
trailer coaches and trailer coach parks 
make provision for three types of mobile 
home parks in the province — permanent, 
temporary and tourist. The new regula¬ 
tions became effective January 1. 

The standard of new permanent parks 
and services provided will be raised as 
a result of the changes in regulations. Min¬ 
imum square area of one trailer lot has 
been increased from 11,500 square feet to 
1,925 square feet or a lot 35 feet by 55 
feet. Operators will be required to pro¬ 
vide, in one general playground, an area 
computed on the basis of 100 square 
feet for each trailer. Plumbing connections 
will have to be provided for each coach, 
as well as a minimum water supply of 
150 gallons per day, and suitable laundry 
room equipment. 

The development of temporary and tou¬ 
rist parks is also controlled by regula¬ 
tions. A temporary park, particularly one 
set up in a new oil producing area, can 
operate on a one year permit issued by 
the local board of health. It must comply 
with strict sanitary regulations. 

■Operators of tourist trailer reception 
areas must provide toilet facilities, a safe 
water supply, garbage receptacle and a 
disposal service. 

Tourists may stop at a trailer park only 
for a period of ten days. A further ten 
day extension may be granted by the lo¬ 
cal board of health. Wheels or running 
gear of tourist trailers must not be remov¬ 
ed during a stopover. 

A restriction has been placed on the 
size of porches built onto trailers parked 
at a permanent court. The additions may 
not be built higher than the trailer itself 
and may not exceed six feet in any direc¬ 
tion. 

The new regulations also prohibit park¬ 
ing a trailer coach on any public street, 
lane or travelled portion of any highway.

The Grade Six Student 

The boys and girls hove now reached 
another transitional grade which serves as 
a linkage between elemestary and Jun¬ 
ior High school. They are vital bundles 
of energy, full of curiosity and interested 
in the world around them. 

But the young offer different kinds of 
resistance which must be overcome. The 
young do not like work, outhority or con- 
-estration. They are natural anarchists. 
They must learn to work for they will 
assuredly have to work the rest of their 
lives. They must learn to accept duties, 
responsibilities and authority for if they 
do not learn it now they will find it very 
nitter to learn loter. They must learn 
now to concentrate, gradually, so that they 
can cope with complex problems when 
a.ey present themselves. 

The subject matter, therefore, must be 
relevant and challenging and motivation 
essential to arouse their curiosity and to 
hold their interest. 

Their social studies course begins with 
ihe relation of geography to the life and 
work of the Canadian people at the pre¬ 
sent time, then leads the students into 
me past to reveal to them how men and 
women have contributed to the gradual 
uevelopment of covilization. It is assum¬ 
ed that when pupils know something 
about the beginning, they will understand 
mere about the present. 

They have developed skill in reading. 
They have learnt to read for content, make 
inferences, restate ideas in their own words, 
read thoughtfully and express themselves 
accurately. The poor readers need help 
in developing technique as they are still 
inclined to read word by word. 

Reading is also an art as well as a 
skill and as such involves more than word 
recognition and pronunciation. It is an 
experience which makes them into differ¬ 
ent persons. It is a source of unlimited 
pleasure and satisfaction. 

In the language program they have made 
written reports, presented oral reports, and 
have written book reports, outlines, summa¬ 
ries and short stories. 

The mechanics of fractions, a knowledge 
of measures and measurement and prob¬ 
lem solving are a part of the arithmetic 
program. The fact that problems need 
good statements and that the mechanics 
of arithmetic must be mastered thoroughly, 
cannot be stressed too strongly. 

The science program has helped them 
develop scientific attitudes. They want tc 
know the what, the how and the why of 
things. They are encouraged to become 
more observant, to look at problems cri¬ 
tically before expressing an opinion, tc 
experiment carefully and accurately, to 
withhold judgment until there is enough 
evidence to permit a conclusion, to be 
drawn and to react intelligently to super¬ 
stitions. 

Gradually, there is a bridge being built 
between the school and the world outside,

OTTAWA — Ceremonial parades, na¬ 
tional survival demonstrations and displays 
of equipment will mark the 105th birthday 
of the Canadian Army on Army Day, Sa¬ 
turday, May 28. 

In cities, towns and major camps from 
Newfoundland to British Columbia, Canad¬ 
ian soldiers will offer a glistening array 
of the men, equipment and arms essential 
to the defence of Canada. 

Army Day is held annually on the fourth 
Saturday in May, corresponding as closely 
as possible to the anniversary of roya 
assent being given to the Militia Act of 
May 19, 1855, the document that gave birth 
to the Canadian Army. 

Demonstrations of national survival oper¬ 
ations and equipment by both Regular and 
Militia units will be the major activity 
across the country. 

Camp Gagetown, N.B., will present a pro¬ 
gramme including a retreat ceremony and 
an artillery shoot. In other centres in the 
Maritimes units will show national survival 
training and equipment. 

Regular and Militia units in Montreal will 
participate in a massed parade including 
bands and equipment. In Quebec La Cita- 
delle will be open to the public where they 
will see the changing of the guard and re¬ 
treat ceremonies. The Plains of Abraham 
will be the site for Tatto ceremonies. 

Toronto will witness the annual church 
parade by militia units of the Toronto Gar¬ 
rison. 

In Winnipeg, the Army Day show will 
include gymnastic, drill, artillery and band 
displays and demonstrations. 

A massed band concert and retreat cere¬ 
mony will be given on the Legislature 
Building grounds in Edmonton. In Calga¬ 
ry a retreat ceremony and massed band 
concert will mark Army Day. 

Stanley Park in Vancouver will be the 
site for demonstrations of rafting opera¬ 
tions as well as ceremonial parades and 
band concerts. 

In other campsites and centres across 
the country troops of the Regular and Mili¬ 
tia will stage similar activities to inform 
the Canadian public about its army.
